Tentative Draft of New National
Baseball Agreemerlt Is
Adopted

New York, Dee, 18.—Baseball lead-
ers today were enthusinstic over the
agreement reached here, yesterday by
representatives of the major and minor
leagues, changing llm constitution of
“the national game.' I

The propounls agreed upon at a ment-
ing marked by harmony must he ae-
cepted by plenary wessions of the leagues
involved before they become the low
governing the sport. The belief pre-
valled generally that .rntitiention is
merely o matter of form.

The National League prabably will
act upon the agreement ot itk annunl
meeting heréd tomorrow, Kha American
League will pasgs judgment in Chiengo
on Friday., The Nationnl Associntion
of Minor Leagues will hold n special
meeting In Chieago on January 10 to
take nction,

The dreaft question i3 the only im-
portant clause upon which there i not
unanimous opinion,  The smoller or-
ganizations may snttle thie as they wish
at their Chicngo session.,

The ngreement aw acceptedd by the
rommitters wax deafted by Judge Kene-
saw, Mountanin Landis, George Whar-
ton Pe per, of I‘Iulmlt-lluhlu Joho T
way Tonle. of New York, and J, C.
Janen, of St. Louix,

The committen submitted two tentn-
tive ngrecments, one hetween tne Na-
tlonal and American Leaguex, and the
other between the two mojor leagues
anid the National Assoelation of 1'to-
fessional Tasebnll Lengues, the minor
league organization.

After investigations the commissioner
shall determine what proventive, rome-
dial or pnnitive action shall be tnken
elther agninst major leagues, major
league civbs or individuals, as the ense
moy be., In the event that 'a major
league or major league club be found
guilty of conduct detrimental to the
game the commissioner moy Impose o
fine not to excead 50N, and o the
case of a elub punishient muy be ex-
tended to inclnde temporary deprivation
of representation in joint mectings held
under the agreement,

In the ecawe of an officinl or eiploye
of u major league or mujor leagne ciup
the punishment may extend to suspen-
sion or removal, and a player moay be
declared Ly the comnissioner tempor-
